Attorney-General M. J. Yeomans 
said Friday an injunction petition, 
challenging validity of the highway 
certificates, filed in Cobb county su- | 
'perior court January 3, had been re-| 
ferred to him by Governor Eugene 
Talmadge for defense. 

He said the petition, filed by the. 
Madronah Sales Company, challenged | 
the constitutionality of the issuance 
‘of the certificates, which are scheduled | 
to be repaid to the counties, begin- 
ning in 19386. 

W. A. Jones, of Atlanta, 
was head of the Madronah company, 
‘a holding company for his interests, 
and that the petition was brought to! 
clarify the legal status of the certifi-' 
cates. 

Attorney-General Yeomans and his 
assistant, B. D. Murphy, will defend 
ithe case, which Yeomans said had 
been transferred to Atlanta by agree-. 
/ment of Judge J. H. Hawkins, of Ma- 
rietta, for convenience of various. 
county attorneys expected to be rep-. 
resented also. 

Yeomans said the state “is anxious | 
‘to maintain the integrity of these cer- | 
tificates and to pay them as provided | 
by law, but should the courts finally | 
‘decide they are invalid, the counties | 
would be the losers.” |

“Whole World Knows 
I’m Not Jew,” Says 
Famed Stage and Screen 
Star. 


BERLIN, Feb. 1.—(4)—Pola Negri, | 


freed from an international tangle 
that took Adolf Hitler and the Polish 
ambassador to unravel, tonight brand- 
ed the nazi ban against her acting as 
“silly.” 

“I’m not a Jewess,”-the famed stage 
and. screen star said. (The. propa- 
ganda ministry had forbidden Miss 
Negri to work in Germany on the 
grounds she was suspected of having 
Jewish blood.) 

“The whole world knows I’m a 
Catholic,” she commented, “and I 
never have engaged in political activi- 
ties against Germany.” 

Miss Negri appeared re- 
lieved—and pleased—that H had 
come to her aid. The rea]m leader, 
in ordering that she be allowed to act, 
overruled Minister of Propaganda 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, who 10 days 
ago denied her personal application 
for permission. 

She said she would go hack to work 
iminediately on the picture, which has 
a Polish theme. Miss. Negri came 
from Hollywood to work with the 
German producing company. 

“IT am highly flattered that 
fuehrer intervened personally in 
behalf,” she said. 

“He must he a brilliant man. I

|Dr. Beebe F ascinates Audience 
With Lecture on ‘Bathysphere’

William Beebe, dean of explorers, 


is as fascinating a lecturer as he is 
a writer. An audience to which Dr. 
Beebe was known chiefly through his 
books and articles, received his il- 
lustrated lecture with enthusiasm. _ 

Among the first of the world’s sci- 
entists, Dr. Beebe is one of the few 
able to interpret his findings and im- 
pressions clearly and forcefully for 
the lay reader. His lecture dealt 
with the exploration of the depths of 
the ocean by the use of the famous 
“bathysphere,” which was designed 
and built by Otis Barton, who ac- 
companied him on most of the dives. 
From early time, the minds of men 
have been intrigued by the possibili- 
ties of adventure and research far be- 
low the surface of the ocean, but it 
remained for the modern scientists 
to conquer the physical difficulties of 
deep-sea diving. Dr. Beebe pointed 
out that a diver in a special armored 
suit had exceeded the 500-foot mark 
in a deep lake in Europe. His deep- 


est dive carried him 3,028 feet below 
the surface of the Atlantic, off the 
coast of Bermuda. 
hile Dr. Beebe minimized the 
rsonal risk involved in such work, 
t was clearly felt by the audience 
that he was welcome to do the div- 
ing. The findings of Dr. Beebe and 
Mr. Barton in the bathysphere will 
do much to stimulate further work 
along these lines, with the conse- 
quent unraveling of many old mys- 
teries. The existence of animals 
much larger than were ever before 
known to exist in the abysmal realm 
was established last summer by the 
divers. reporting unidentified animals 
exceeding 20 feet in length. The sea- 
monster is not beyond the realm of 
ossibility, but when it is finally 
nown it will be more like animals 
that are now known than the imag- 
inings of the artists of the middle 
ages. 4

10 PLEAD CASE 
OF LANDIS RULE 


Bramham To Appear Be- 
fore Commissioner 
Next Week. 


DURHAM. N. C.. Feb. 1.-(Pp— 
William G. Bramham, president of the 
National Association of Professional 
Baseball Leagues, said here tonight 
that he and members of the organi- 
zations executive committee would 
appear next week in Chicago before 
Commissioner K. M. Landis to plead 
the case of minor leagues against 1 
ruling handed down this week affect- 
ing propertyt rights of player con- 
tracts, 

The case was brought to a head 
Monday when Landis revoked the 
transfer by the Cincinnati Nationals 
of 17 players from one minor league 
club to another. In ruling that a ma- 
jér league club may not have a “work- 
ing agreement’ with an entire league 
or with more than one club in a 
league, Landis ruled that the trans- 
ferred players first must be signed to 
Cincinnati contracts. 

Bramham said Landis would come 
from Arizona, where he has been vis- 
iting, to Chicago for the hearing. 
_After Landis’ ruling was made pub- 
lic, Larry MacPhail, general man- 
ager of the Cincinnati club. said all 
major league clubs would be forced 
into the “‘chain-store”’ system of mi- 
nor league farms to meet the com- 
petition of other clubs. 

“The commissioner's decision. how- 
ever, is of vital importance to the 
minor leagues,” MacPhail said, “be- 
cause it apparently sanctions the 
signing of sandlot players by the so- 
ealled chain-store major league clubs 
for the minor league clubs they own,
